THE PAKK SWINDLE AND FIRST 


STREET EXTENSION. 


Does the Mayor Care for the Moder- 


ate Taxpayer? 


There were lively times at city hall on 


Saturday afternoon and evening. / 
measures involving the expenditure of 
considerable sums of inouey took their final 
passage during the closing hours of tbe 
board of aldermen and common council re- 
spectively, and it had been intimated that, 
the mayor, that stalwart champion of 
municipal economy and frugality, would 
rebuke this untimely extravagance by his 
vetoes. 


At least it was thought that the park 


measure being much the more expensive 
of the two and the least called for by any 
public exigency 
would certainly 
meet 


with tho executive disapproval. A meet- 
ing of I ho aldermen was hastily called and 
tho message received, when lol it was 
found that our redoubtable mayor had 
"got, onto" the little Ward Two scheme 
for the extension of First street with both 
feet, while for reasons somewhat obscure 
and difficult to fathom he was constrained 
to approve the Ward Six park swindle. 


The message was a complete surprise 
and disappointment to all that heard it, 
except perhaps to a few persons directly 
interested in the park scheme. 


Some of the good citizens of Ward Two 


who supported His Honor at the recent 
election ou account of his supposed Spar- 
tau-like courage arid official honesty, were 
heard to murmur: 


"Stranue there shonlU Mioli a (UfVarence bs 
Twixt tweocltti dtuu uud tweodlu cteu." 
The general public has awaited with in- 
terest the mayor's explanation of the para- 
dox by which, it is made to appear that the 
expenditure of i.70,000 for an extension of 
a pleasure; ground practically inaccessible 
except to the very wealthy, which, cam never 
by auy possibility bring one dollar into the 
city traasury by way of taxaliou, is a 
wise, conservative and economical meas- 
ure, 
whilu wasteful extravagant and alto- 


gether unwise to raise $20,000 for the pur- 
pose of extending and grading a street laid 
out many years ago on which some houses 
have ulieacly been built aud occupied. The 
improvement of which will furnish imme- 
diate empioymciut to mp.ny honest and in- 
dustrious 
men 
out 
of 
work; 
will 


open up and render available large tracts 
of cheap land near (he mills r'or homes for 
our working people, and is certain lo bring 
an almost immediate aud handsome return 
to the city treasury in the way of increased 
taxable property. 


The mayor hitnself seemed to realize the 


necessity of making some explanation, for 
he condescended to make a statement to 
the board of aldermen of bis reasons for 
approving the park resolution. 


We believe it is not usual 1'or the chief 


executive ofticer of the government to 
apologize to the legislative branch for ap- 
proving n measure passed by an almost 
unanimous vote of that body. 
Bur, per- 


haps hia conscience troubled him! We 
veuture to think the mayor would have 
stood quite as well with the citizens and 
taxpayers oE the city if he had 
remained 


discreetly silent. 


The reason given is that the city having 


accepted the park and already spent much 
money on it could only "preserve its pro- 
portions" and protect the entrance by the 
additional purchase. 
Indeed! Because we 


have already prodigally expended a large 
sum of money is forsooth, a reason for 
spending $70,000 more. Suppose that in 
this year 1894 the real estate speculators 
in Ward Six should desire to sell some 
more of this land at 30 or 40 cents a foot 
to the city in order to "preserve tho pro- 
portions" of the park, etc., will not the 
reason be even better for blowing in an- 
other hundred thousand or so? 


Substantially this same park purchase 


lias once been submitted to the voters of 
the city aud voted down by a very large 
majority. 
It was not presented to the city govern- 


ment of 1803 until some time in November. 
At the bearing on the petition much oppo- 
sition vas developed and a remonstrance 
siguud as wo are informed by several hun- 
dred taxpayers, including some of our 
most public spirited citizens, were present- 
ed against the measure. 
Perhaps the mayor, who by the way re 


sides in Ward Six near the park, knows 
better what is good for the people so far 
as public improvement in that ward are 
concerned than they do themselves. 


Nor is the mayor nioro fortunate in the 


reason given by him for his disapproval of 
the lonn for the 1'irst street extension. 
He dwells upon the difficulties of the ex- 
tension, but the estimate of the city en- 
gineer was made in view of these difficul- 
ties and will presumably cover the expense. 
He says: ''I am not, satisfied that the com- 
mon convenience and necessity now re- 
quire tho extension to be made for the 
ordinary uses and conveniences of a public 
way for the travelling public" and then 
goes on to say that "it is believed that the 
voad, if laid out, will bo rapidly utilized as 
a roadbed for a street railway." 
Indeed! 


Whoever heard of a street, rail way company 
manifesting any anxiety to construct' its 
line in a street where there is likely to be 
littlo or no public travel to maintain it? 
Does not the fact that the street, railway 
company stand ready to immediately con- 
struct its road and run its cars over the route 
show conclusively that public convenience 
aad necessity require it? 


The mayor does notseem tohealtogether 


satisfied with this reasoning himself for he 
immediately expresses his regret 
that 


"pressure of work" prevents "a fuller con- 
sideration of the subject." That its cogency 
did not impress the board of aldermen is 
apparent from the fact they immediately 
and unanimously passed the loan over the 
veto. 
Tbe fact is that the First street extension 


s not a new enterprise. It has been agitat- 
ed for several years and the necessity for it 
Lias been apparent Ko every man of common 
sense acquainted with the situation. 
The 


petition was presented to the city goverii- 
inent in September JSOS and was signed by 
more than 100 representative men and tax 
payers of the city, A public hearing was 
Liad at which more than 50 of the petition- 
rs were present to urge the matter before 
the street committee and not a single indi- 
vidual rnacle any opposition to it. At the 
hearing it, appeared that no less than 15 own- 
ers of lots pi-oposod to build houses tlieoreon 
'or their own occupancy as soon as the 
and should be made available by the pro- 
posed extension..

tvilhin halt' a mile of the street. 
Before 


my action was taken by the street commit- 
tee n careful estimate of the probable ex- 
pense was, made by the city engi7ieer who 
•eported the same to the committee and 
the report was published and yet no re- 


monstrance lias ever been presented against 
it. All the facls were known or ought to 
have been known to the mayor before 1m 
vetoed the measure. 


We ask our readers to contrast the facts 


in relation to these two measures and tbe 
action of the mayor thereon and determine 
for themselves, how much of sincerity and 
honesty there is in the professions of the 
mayor somewhat ostentatiously made of 
zeal for economy and reform in the mat- 
ter of municipal expenditure.

Possibility of an Early Shut Down 


Anyway. 


i The news of the ten per cent cut down 


on the Carpet mills comes as a severe blow 
to tho entire woiking population of the 
city. The ton per cent cut down, is not the 
only drawback. The notice states that "it 
the cut down, ia.accepted by the operatives 
the mills will run during the remainder of 
the month and perhaps a little longer." 


Agent Lyon, it is understood, can not 


guarantee that if the cut down is accepted 
there will be more than a month of work. 
If the cut down is not accepted there is a 
possibility of the mills shutting down on 
Saturday. Tho length of time of the shut 
down is stated ' indeiinitely, or until the 
market conditions improve. The outside 
limit is placed at June. 


The operatives are accordingly undecided 


as to future action, but the sentiment is 
against accepting the reduction as there is 
no guarantee for continued work. 


On what seems to He' good authority it 


appears that in November a reduction in 
pay was sustained by the weavers ou fast 
running looms, tho new machinery put in 
during the summer. The cut down was 
about half a cent on certain lengths of cat- 
pet which made about 14 cents per day. 
The weavers also say that .the ten per cent, 
cut down is equal to 14 cents per day, 
which makes a net cut down'since Novem- 
ber of 28 cents per Jay1. 


The weavers are in favor of resisting the 


cut down although they believe if the first 
had been resisted tho second would not 
have come. 
The operatives complain that the notices 


of the cut downs or changes in schedule 
are, as a rule posted after they leave the 
mill at night, and are not learned of until 
the next morning. 


There is some talk that when the market 


conditions improve work would be re- 
sumed. 
The weavers met in Mathew Temper- 


ance Institute hall last night and commit- 
tees from the brussels and ingrain,depart- 
ments were appointed to wait upon Agent 
Lyou. 


Tt was a long meeting and the cut downf 


was lengthily discussed! 
The brussels 


weavers claim their total cut down since 
last summer has been 35 cents per day. 


Will Not Accept, It. 


The Carpet weavers have voted to resist 


tho cut down, and will leave work if it is 
not removed. 
The chances are that the mills will shut* 


down in the immediate future.

The news of the ten per cent cut down 


on tbe Carpet mills comes as a severe blow 
to tbe entire working, population o£ tha 
city, The ten per cent cut down, is not the 
only drawback. The notice states that "if 
the cut down ia accepted by the operatives 
tbe mills will run during the remainder of 
the moulh and perhaps a little longer." 


Agent Lyon, it is understood, can not 


guarantee thai if tlie cut down is accepted 
there will be E'U'etban. a month of work. 
If tbe cut down is not accepted there is a 
possibility of 'the mills shutting down on 
Saturday. The length of time of the shut 
down ia stated indefinitely, or until the 
market conditions improve. The outside 
limit is placed at June. 


The operatives are accordingly undecided 


as to futore action, but) the sentiment is 
against accepting the reduction as there is 
uo guarantee for continued work. 


On what seems to be good authority it 


appears tbat in November a reduction in 
pay waa sustained by tlie weavers on fast 
running looms, the new machinery put iu 
during tbe summer. The cut down was 
four or five mills on certain lengths o£ car- 
pet which made about 14 cents per day, 
Tbe weavers also say that tbe.ten per cent, 
cut down is equal to 14 cents per day, 
which makes a net cut down since Novem- 
ber of 2S cents per day. 


The weavers are in favor of resisting the 


cut down although they believe if the first 
had been resisted the second would not 
Liave come. 
The operatives complain tbat the notices 


of tbe cut downs or changes in schedule 
are, as a rule posted after they leava tbe 
mill at uight, and are not learned of until 
the next morning. 
There is sonic talk that when the market 


conditions improve work would be re- 
sumed. 


The weavers met in Hathew Temper- 


ance Institute hall last night and commit- 
tees from the brnssel and ingrain depart- 
ments were appointed to wait upon Agent 
Lyon. 


It was a long meeting and the cut down

you-go" policy proved a failure is very 
significant. 
It means that the appropria- 


1 tions were increased to carry out tbe policy 


and that notwithstanding this an extraor- 
dinary amount was charged to the future 
in loans, an amount which will be a heavy 
burden to the city for many years. 


Tbe showing of the finances is the best 


that could be mafle under the present cir- 
cumstances. 
The total debt of the city is 


set down at 63,410,400, the increase in the 
net debt for the year being $03,320.02. 
The total loans of the year amounted to 
$474,900, of which about $300,900 was for 
current expenses. The loans for the sewers 
and drains of $00,000 ana §40,000, those 
for the High and Butler schools were for 
permanent improvments and could hardly 
be classed under the head of current ex- 
penses. 


The mayor's position on the. license 


question will be very generally- approved 
and his recommendation for tbe appoint- 
ment of a committee to consider and re- 
port upon the whole matter may result in 
some desirable change. His criticism of 
tbe illicit liquor store in the guise of a 
druggery is fully justified by tbe situation 
The leaders of the democratic party wil 
heartily endorse the suggestion that the al- 
dermen should be relieved of the work of 
granting liquor licenses; but were this 
power taken away the republican aMer- 
mcu would thereby lose tbe potent factor 
by which it, demoralizes municipal politics 
from year to year, 


The mayor's recommendation that an 


inspector of wires be appointed is a. good 
one. This should have been done long 
ago and if it be accomplished this year the 
eity will thereby be relieved of a standing 
clanger to tbe public not only along tbe 
streets but from fires caused by the cross- 
ing of wires. 


Tbe fact that, tbe mayor signed the reso- 


lution for the Park land purchase does not 
indicate that he Ja determined to pursue a 
policy of economy for the coming year.

In 
half an hour the whole square fcouiulecl 
by Washington street, Hay ward place, 
Harrison avenue extension and Esaax 
street was threatened with destruction hy 
one of the fiercest conflagrations that has 
come npon.

At 1:50 the surging mass of people that 


surrounded the blazing masses on the 
four streets were startled 'by a tremendous 
explosion, which fairly shook the ground 
beneath their feet. 1'he crowd broke, and 
everybody ran for a-place of safety. 


Between this time and 2:13 a. m, there 


were five more explosions in which tha 
same scenes were repeated. 
These ex- 


plosions were caused, it was stated, _by the 
presence of gas tanlzs^stored in various 
portions. of the bxiildiiig, and used for 
calcium light effects. 


At 3 o'clock the ent$r$( center of the 


playhouse had been fairly burned out. 
The flames ware still burning in the two 
top stories o£ the Washingtpnjstreet'front. 
In the Harrisomavenue extension of; the 
theater the K flames wertf still burning 
fiercely.

Sailor Heiidricltson Found Almost Frozen 


to Death In a Cellar. 


YoBK. Jan. 2.— In the cold and foul 


smelling cellar of an< unused and dilap- 
idated barn in the rear of 635 West Fifty- 
second street) a starving man was found 
last evening by two young men named 
Treadwell and Weber, 
The man was 
lying on his back on a heap of rubbish and 
old wheels, 


His face bore signs of suffering, and he 


was so weak he.coul'd hardly lift his arm. 
When ho saw he'Was discovered he raised 
hia head from a wheel on which it rested 
end moaned, "Waterl Waterl Give me 
water." 


It was found that his feet were frozen 


as well as part'of liis legs, since where ha 
lay cold water trickled from the roof 
above him in a .small, but steady stream. 


He was removed from the cellar to tha 
next house. After a cup of hot coffee, 
which he cotild scarcely swallow, and a 
piece o£ bread, soalced'ia mills:, he recov- 
ered sufficiently to say that he was Charles 
Hendrictson, a sailor,, aad that he had 
entered the cellar 11 days ago, having 
been chased there by whom he did not 
know. 
"Such water as I have obtained," he 


said," "was that which leaked through 
tho roof." Why he stayed there he could 
not say. "Today," he said, "is my -l2iul 
birthday, but 'by 8 o'clock tonight I ex- 
pect to be dead.?' 


After that ha lapsed into silence and to 


all questions he just shook his head. No 
money was found in his pockets, bxit from 
papers on his person it was found that he 
was discharged on Dec. 13 from the ship 
J. H. Macy of Maine.

THE PARK SWINDLE AND FIRST 


STREET EXTENSION. 


Does tbe Mayor Care for tbe Moder- 


ate Taxpayer? 


There were lively times at city hall on 


Saturday afternoon and evening. yri\wo 
measures involving the expenditure of 
considerable sums of money took their final 
passage during the closing hours of the 
board of aldermen and common council re- 
spectively, and it had been intimated that 
the mayor, that stalwart champion of 
municipal economy and frugality, would 
rebuke this untimely extravagance by bis 
vetoes. 


At least it was thought that the park 


measure being much the more expensive 
of the two and the least called for by any 
public exigency would certainly 
meet 


with the executive disapproval. 
A meet- 
ing of the aldermen was hastily called and 
the message received, when lol it was 
found that our redoubtable mayor had 
"got onto" the little -Ward Two scheme 
for the extension of First street with both 
feet, while for reasons somewhat obscure 
and difficult to fathom he was constrained 
to approve the Ward Six park swindle. 
The message was a complete surprise 
and disappointment to all that beard it, 
except perhaps to a few persons directly 
interested in the park scheme. 
Some of the good citizens of Ward Two 


who supported His Honor at the recent 
election on account of his supposed Spar- 
tan-like courage and otticial honesty, were 
heard to murmur: 


"Strauce there should atieh a difference be 
Twist twecdle clum ami tweeillu <lee." 


The general public has awaited with in- 
terest the mayor's explanation of the para 
dox by which it is made to appear that the 
expenditure of $70,000 for an extension of 
a pleasure ground practically inaccessible 
except to the very wealthy,which can never 
by auy possibility bring one dollar into the 


monstrance has ever been presented against 
it. All the facts were known or ought to 
have been known to the mayor before hn 
vetoed the measure. 


We ask our readers to contrast the facts 


in relation to these two measures and the 
action of the mayor thereon and determine 
for themselves, how much of sincerity and 
houesly there is in the professions of the 
major somewhat ostentatiously made of 
zeal for economy and reform in the mat- 
ter of municipal expenditure.

our working people, arid is certain to bring 
an almost immediate and handsome return 
to the city treasury in the way of increased 
taxable property. 
The mayor himself seemed to realize the 
necessity of making some explanation, for 
be condescended to make a statement to 
tbe board of aldermen of his reasons for 
approving the park resolution. 


We believe it is not usual for the chief 


executive officer of the governtnent to 
apologize to the legislative branch for ap- 
proving a measure passed by an almost 
unanimous vote of that body. 
Bur, per- 
haps his conscience troubled him'. We 
venture to think the mayor would have 
stood quite as well with tbe citizens and 
taxpayers of the city if he had 
remained 


discreetly silent. 
The reason given is that the city having 


accepted the park arid already spent much 
money on it could only "preserve its pro- 
portions" and protect the entrance by the 
additional purchase. Indeed! Because we 
have alreacly prodigally expended a larce 
sum of money is torsooth, a reason for 
spending $70,000 more. Suppose that in : 
this year 1894 the real estate speculators i 
in Ward Six should desire to sell some' 
more of this land at, 30 or 40 cents a foot 
to the city in order to "preserve the pro- 


1 portions" of the park, etc., will not the 
reason be even better for blowing in an- 
other hundred thousand or so? 


Substantially this same park purchase 
has ouce been submitted to the voters of 
the city and voted down by a very large 
majority. 
It was not presented to the city govern- 
ment of 1803 until some time in November. 
At the bearing on the petition much oppo- 
sition was developed and a remonstrance 
signed as we are informed by several hun- 
dred taxpayers, including some of our 
most public spirited citizens, were present- 
ed against the measure. 
Perhaps the mayor, who by the way re- 


sides in Ward Six near the park, knows 
better what is good for the people so far 
as public improvement in that ward are 
concerned than they do themselves. 
Nor is the mayor more fortunate in the 


reason given by him for his disapproval of 
the loan for the First street extension. 
Ho dwells upon the difficulties of the ex- 
tension, but the estimate of the city en- 
gineer was made in view of these di'fficul- 
ties and will presumably cover the expense. 
He says: "1 am not satisfied that the com- 
mon convenience and necessity now re- 
quire the extension to be made for the 
ordinary uses and conveniences of a public 
way for the travelling public" and then 
goes on to say that "it is believed that the 
road, if laid out, will be rapidly utilized as 
a roadbed for a street railway." Indeed! 
Whoever heard of a street railway company 
manifesting any anxiety to construct' its 
line in a street where there is likely to be 
little or no public travel to maintain it? 
Does not the fact that the street railway 
company stand ready to immediately con- 
struct its road and run Its cars over the route 
show conclnsively that public convenience 
and necessity require it? 
The mayor does not seem to be altogether 


satisfied with this reasoning himself for he 
Immediately expresses his regret 
that 
"pressure of work" prevents "a fuller con- 
sideration of the subject." That its cogency 
did not impress the board of aldermen is 
apparent from the fact they immediately 
and unanimously passed the loan over the j 
veto. 
Tbe fact is that the First street extension 


is not a new enterprise. It has been agitat- 
ed for several years and the necessity for it 
has been apparent f,o every man of common 
sense acquainted with the situation. 
The 


petition was presented to the city govern- 
ment in September 1808 and was signed by 
more than 100 representative men and tax 
payers of the city. A public hearing was 
had at which more than 50 of the petition- 
ers were present to urge the matter before 
the street committee and not a single indi- 
vidual made any opposition to it. At the 
hearing it appeared that no less than 15 own- 
ers of lots proposed to build houses thereon 
for their own occupancy as soon as the 
laud should be made available by the pro- 
posed extension. No land has recently 
been bought or Is held for speculation 
within half a uiile of the street.

any action was taken by the street commit- 
tee a careful estimate of the probable ex- 
pense was made by the city engineer who

Mayor Olney of Providence Severely Crit- 


icizes tbe Olueyville People. 


In tbe inaugural of Mayor Olney of 
Providence yesterday he made this severe 
criticism of the Olneyyille strike:

situation among the mill operatives who 
Have been 'on strike' is deplorable. That 
a mere handful of dissatisfied weavers 
should be able to keep several thousand 
operatives in a state of misery for weeks, 
suffering from hunger, cold and privation 
seems incredible."

How the Operatives Feel 


in Regard to It. 


NO GUARANTEE OP CONTINUED 


WORK IF ACCEPTED. 


Possibility of as Early Shut Down 


Anyway. 


The news of the ten per cent cut down 


on the Carpet mills comes as a severe blow 
to tbe entire working population of the 
city. The ten per cent cut down Is not tbe 
only drawback. Tbe notice states that "if 
the cut down la accepted by the operatives 
the mills will run during the remainder of 
the mouth and perhaps a little longer." 


Agent Lyon, it is understood, can not 


guarantee that if the cut down is accepted 
there will be more than a month of work. 
If the cut down is not accepted there is a 
possibility of tbe mills shutting down on 
Saturday. The length of time of the shut 
down is stated indefinitely, or until tbe 
market conditions improve. The outside 
limit is placed at June. 
The operatives are accordingly undecided 


as to future action, but the sentiment la 
against accepting the reduction as there is 
no guarantee for continued work. 
On what seems to tie' good authority it 
appears that in Novejmber a reduction in 
pay was sustained by the weavers on fast 
running looms, the new machinery put in 
during the summer. The cut down was 
about half a cent on certain lengths of car- 
pet which made about 14 cents per day. 
The weavers -also say that, the ten per cent, 
cut down is equal to 14 cents per day, 
which makes a net cut down'since Novem- 
ber of 28 cents per Jay. 


The weavers are in favor of resisting the 


cut down although they believe if the first 
had been resisted the second would not 
have come. 
The operatives complain that the notices 


of the cut downs or changes in schedule 
are, as a rule posted after they leave tbe 
mill at night, and are not learned of until 
tbe next morning. 


There is some talk that when the market 


conditions improve work would be re- 
sumed. 
The weavers met in Mathew Temper- 
ance Institute hall last night and commit- 
tees from the brussels and ingrain depart- 
ments were appointed to wait upon Agent 
Lyon. 
It was a long meeting and the cut down< 


was lengthily discussed} 
The brussels 
weavers claim their total cut down since 
last summer has been U5 cents per day. 


Will Not Accept It. 


The Carpet weavers have voted to resist 
the cut down, and will leave work if it is 
not removed. 
The chances are that the mills will shut*' 


down in the immediate future.

He saw the latter take Mr. Dunn's en- 
velope and look first, at the envelopes in 
his band. He passftd back the check upon 
finding that the envelope wanted was not 
there and after giving it back he glanced 
around the side of the bos and then opened 
it wide and searched all through it. 
Wit- 
ness said that before this occasion he had 
seen more than one bunch on top of the 
box and also he had seen envelopes on tbe 
left of tbe box. The witness was subjected 
to a rigid cross examination. 
Frank D. Miller, an employe of the L. 


M. S. testified somewhat similarly.

They 
then sat down to a game of cards. 
"What did you play?" asked Mr. Burke. 
"Penny ante." 
"What do you mean by pennv ante, 


.bluff?" queried Judge Hadley. "Jt's'poker" 
said the witness. 
"Mr. Hutchins," the witness continued, 
"'left the room at half past eight." 
On cross examination witness said this 
was the lirst time he had ever seen the de 
fendant playing for money, but had seen 
him play for fuu. 
Questioned by Mr.Rich- 
ardson he said he had seen Hutchins play- 
ing for fun in a hotel and in a Merriinack 
street club room. Then followed an inter- 
esting story on how a game of poker is 
played at penny ante, quarter limit, which 
amused and instructed the spectators as 
neither the 
witness 
nor 
the lawyer 


showed much knowledge of the great 
American game. 
The defendant's wife, a pretty ' young 


woman, testified that she married the de- 
fendant two years ago, and has a child. 
He had never stayed away from home with- 
out her. Witness said that a few days be- 
fore the day on which the money was 
taken she wanted some cherry stain, and 
her husband told her he would have it put 
up at the shop. On the Wednesday even- 
ing in question he left the house after sup- 
per, and went down town.

BOSTON, Jan, 2. A fearful catastrophe 


occurred in Koxbury shortly before noon 
By it three men were blown to bits, 10 
others injured, several fatally, 17 build- 
ups more or less wrecked.and nearly every 
pane of glass for three blocks around 
broken. 


A gang of men were at work on a ledge 


at the corner of Washington and Town- 
send streets, and by several of them a hole 
bad been drilled. 


Thomas Black, one of the drillers, was 


sent alter a small quantity of 
dynamite. 


Instead of obeying orders he went and se- 
cured the keg of dynamite, containing full 
10 pounds of the deadly explosive. 


He came down the street with the kfigon 


his shoulder. As he was passing through 
the gang of workmen lie slipped and fell 
aud ihe dynamite exploded. 
Black was blown into little bits and 


Thomas Harduiau and John Hughes who 
were near at hand were also blown to frag- 
ments. 
Of the gang nearby 17 wore injured, two 


are dying and of the 15 others many will 
die.Seventeen buildings on the streets nearby 
were wrecked and the building at the cor- 
ner was thoroughly wrecked. Then there 
is not a house for three blocks away which 
has a whole pane of glass in the windows, 
and the interior damage to mauy of the 
houses is great.

Does the Mayor Care for the Moder- 


ate Taxpayer? 


There were lively times at city hall on 


Saturday afternoon and evening. •''Two 
measures involving the expenditure of 
considerable sums of money took their final 
passage during the closing hours of the 
board of aldermen and common council re- 
spectively, and it had been Intimated that 
the mayor, that stalwart champion of 
municipal economy and frugality, would 
rebuke tiiia untimely extravagance by his 
vetoes. 


At least it was thought that the park 


measure being much the more expensive 
of the two and the Jeas.t called for by any 
public exigency 
would certainly 
meet 


with the executive disapproval. A meet- 
ing of the aldermen was hastily called and 
the message received, when lo! it was 
found that our redoubtable mayor had 
"got onto" the little -Ward Two scheme 
for the extension of First street with both 
feet, while for reasous somewhat obscure 
and difficult to fathom he was constrained 
to approve the Ward Six pnrk swindle.

except perhaps to a few persons directly 
interested in tlie park scheme.

GUT DOWN 


How the Operatives Feel 


in Reaard to It. 


NO GUARANTEE OF CONTINUED 


WORK IP ACCEPTED. 


Possibility of an Early Shut Down 


Anyway. 


<The news of the ten per cent cut down 


on the Carpet mills comes as a. severe blow 
to the entire working population of the 
city. The ten per cent cut down is not the 
only drawback. The notice states that "if 
the cut down is.accepted by the operatives 
the mills will run. during the remainder of 
the month and perhaps a little longer." 


Agent Lyon, it is understood, can not 


guarantee that if the cut down is accepted 
there will be more than a month of work. 
If the cut down is not accepted there is a 
possibility of the mills shutting doivn on 
Saturday. The length of time of the shut 
down is stated indefinitely, or until the 
market conditions improve. The outside 
limit is placed at June. 


The operatives are accordingly undecided 


as to future action, but the sentiment is 
against accepting the reduction as there is 
no guarantee for continued work. 


On what seems to Be' good authority it 


appears that in November a reduction in 
pay was sustained by the weavers on fast 
running looms, the new machinery put in 
during the summer. The cat down was 
about half a cent on certain"lengths of car- 
pet which made about 14 cents per day. 
The -weavers also say that .the ten. per cent, 
cut down is equal to 14" cents per day, 
which makes a net cut down since .Novem- 
ber of 28 cents per day. 


The weavers are in favor of resisting the 


j cut down althout.il they believe if the first 
had been resisted the second would not 
have come. 
The operatives complain that the notices 


of the cut downs or changes .in schedule 
are, as a rule posted after they leave the 
mill at night, and are not learned of until 
the next morning. 


There is some talk that when the market 


conditions improve- work would be re- 
sumed. 


The weavers met in Mathew Temper- 


ance Institute hall last night and commit- 
tees from the brusaels and in'grain,depart- 
ments were appointed'to wait upon Agent 
Lyou.

Will Not Accept It. 


The Carpet weavers have voted to resist 


the cut down, and will leavfc work if it is 
not removed. 


The chances are that the mills will shut, 


down in the immediate future. 


Mayor Olney of providence Severely Crit-

situation among the mill operatives who 
have been 'on strike' is deplorable.

TlIK INAUGURAL 
EXERCISES. 


The inauguration oE the new city govern- 


ment developed some facts of interest to 
the 
democrats of the city, and some 


which will be of use to them in the future. 
The contest for the office of city treasurer 
showed that there are Ufteen loyal demo- 
crats in the city council, fifteen who can- 
not be turned from their duty to their party 
and who can be implicity trusted to vote 
as democrats on all question that come be- 
fore them. As for Coolidge Johnson and 
Mr, Labarge they took the first opportun- 
ity to show what they are made of. 
They 


were reputed to wear tlie corporation 
collar and their votes in the contest for 
city treasurer have verified that fact. Mr. 
Johnson was endorsed by the A. P. A., 
and has proven himself worthy of that en. 
dorsement. Mr. Labarge was elected by 
democrats as a. representative of the French 
residents, aud has thought proper to vote 
for the party that has repeatedly repudi- 
ated French candidates. He should re- 
member how Mr. Abare annihilated him- 
self by a single act of party treachery and 
that he may possibly merit similar treat- 
ment. As for the other alleged democrats 
who voted for Mr. Chadwick lliey will prob- 
ably have to explain the matter to their 
constituencies. To each and every demo- 
crat who voted for him, SIr. Harrington 
feels sincerely grateful, and all the more 
so because he happens to know the efforts 
made to have them vote for his opponent. 
Mr. Baffley of Ward Three proved himself 
a true democrat. 


The election of Mr. Sparks as president 


of the common council was the result of 
republican intrigue and a lick of harmony 
among the democrats. The democratic 
majority in the city council can hardly be 
relied upon to vote loyally for democratic 
measures, judging from their action on the 
inauguration of the new city government. 
The contests for the presidency of the 
common council and for the treasurership 
were parly rather than personal contests 
and where the democratic candidate was 
defeated, the party not the candidate was 
the loser. 


MAYOR riCKMAJT'S INAUGURAL. 


The inaugural of Mayor Pickman is a 


comprehensive review of the condition of 
the various departments, a. review based 
upon the experience of a single year in 
office. 
His Honor admits that his "pay- 


as-you-go'' policy was a failure and now he 
substitutes for it that of living within the 
appropriations. 


The mayors admission that the "Pay-as- 


you-go" policy proved a failure is very 
significant. 
It means that the appropria- 


tions were increased to carry out the policy 
a'nd that notwithstanding this an extraor- 
dinary amount was charged to the future 
in loans, an amount which will be a heavy 
burden to the city for many years. 


Tbe showing of the finances is the best 


that could be made under the present cir- 
cumstances. 
The total debt of the city is 


set down at £3,410,400, the increase in the 
net debt for the year being 503,320.02. 
The total loans of the year amounted to 
£474,900, of which about 5306,900 was for 
current expenses. The loans for the sewers 
and drains of 500,000 and $40,000, those 
for the Higli and Butler schools were for 
permanent improvraents and could hardly 
be classed under the head of current ex- 
penses. 


Tbe mayor's position on the license 


question will be very generally approved 
and.his recommendation for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to consider and re- 
port upon the whole matter may result in 
some desirable change. His criticism, of 
the illicit liquor store in the guise of a 
draggery is.fully justified by the situation. 
The leaders of the democratic party will 
heartily endorse tlie suggestion that the al- 
dermen should be relieved of the work of 
granting liquor licenses; but were this 
power taken aivay the republican alder- 
men would thereby lose the potent factor 
by which it demoralizes municipal politics 
from year to year. 


Tlie mayor's recommendation 'that an 


inspector of wires be appainted Is a. good 
one. This should have been done long 
ago and if it be accomplished this year the 
city will thereby be relieved of a standing 
danger to the public not only along the 
streets hut from fires caused by the cross- 
ing of wires. 


The fact that the mayor signed the reso- 


lution for the Park land purchase does not 
indicate that lie is determined to pursue a 
policy of economy for the coming year.

E. N. Williams was da'no- 
ng and aroused the animosity of Lamon 
Sayle, who demanded that Williams sur- 
render his place on the floor. Williams at 
Irst refused, but Gayle became boisterous 
and Williams entered the room when 
Sttyle, bis brother London Gayle, and 
Bob Ealey, began firing at Williams and 
others. 


London- Gayle shot through the window 
and killed a boy named Eli W"addy, when 
another boy, Isaac Scott, remarked: 
London Gajda has killed Eli Waddy," 


whereupon London turned and 
say- 


ing, "What i« that to you?" shot the boy, 
killing him instantly. Then a perfect 
fusilade followed from guns and pistols. 
A woman was shot through the breast 
and ia now dead. London Gayle was shot 
through the body and will die. A girl was 
shot in the face near the eye, and another 
was hit in the middle of the head, the ball 
glancing and lodging next to the skin 
back of the head. One boy was shot 
through the arm and another through the 
tight hand, and others have received vari- 
ous slight wounds. 
After Lamon Gayle was shot, his 
brother London sprang up and stood 
over his prostrate body, Winchester in 
hand, and pumped cold lead into the 
panic-stricken dancers, who were unable 
to get out of the house in time to avoid 
his awful vengeance. Three are dead and 
a fourth fatally wounded, two seriously 
and about half a dozen have minor in- 
juries. London Gayle is in jail.

were five more explosions in which th 
same scenes were repeated.

calcium light effects.

ellinfjf cellar-of an-tmtued and dilap- 


idated barn 1m the rear ot 635 West Flfty- 
eecond street AatarvlnK man was found 
laofe evening by two young men named 
Treadwell and Weber. 
The man was 


lying on his back on a heap of rubbish and 
old wheels. 


His face bore signs of suffering, and ho 
was so weak he coufti hardly lift his arm. 
When he saw he-waa discovered he raised 
his head from a wheel on which it rested 
•nd moaned, "Water! Water! Give me 
Water." 
It was found that his feet were frozen 
as well as part1 of Mis legs, since where be 
lay cold water trickled from the roof 
above him in a small but steady stream. 
He waa removed from the cellar to the 
next hooso. After a cup of hot coffee, 
which he could scarcely swallow, and a 
piece of bread, soaked'in milk, he recov- 
ered sufficiently to say that he was Charles 
Hendrickson, a sailor*, and that he had 
entered the cellar 11 days ago, having 
been chased there by whom he did not 
know. 
'Such water as I have obtained," he 
said, 'Vas that which leaked through 
the roof." Why he stayed there he could 
not say. "Today," lie s»id, "is my 42nd 
birthday, but -by 8 o'clock tonight I ex- 
pect to be dead." 


After that ha lapsed Into silence and to 
all questions he just shook his head. No 
money waa found in his pockets, but from 
papers on his person it was found that he 
was discharged on Dec. 13 from the ship

A girl waa 
shot in the face near the eye, and another 
was hit in the middle of the head, the ball 
glancing and lodging next to the Bkip 
back: oC the head. One boy was shot 
through the arm and. another through the 
right hand, aud others have received vari- 
ous slight wounds. 


After Lamon Gayle 
was shot, his 


brother London sprang up and stood 
over his prostrate body, Winchester in 
hand, aud -pumped cold lead into the 
panic-stricken dancers, who were unable 
to get out of the house in time to avoid 
his awful vengeance. Three are dead and 
a fourth fatally wounded, two seriously, 
and about half a dozen have minor in- 
juries. London Gayle is in jail.

BOSTO>", Jan. 2. — Fire broke out wlfct a 


roar and a whoop in the Globe Tteater 
shortly after 1 o' cloak this morning. In 
half an hour the whole, square bounded 
bv Washington street, Hayward place, 
Harrison avenue extension and Esaex 
Btreet was threatened with destruction by 
one of the fiercest conflagrations that has 
come upon Boston since, the fire in the 
same district four years ago.

reducing expenses for months, but dimiri 
ishtug busjn<>ss' demands still more heroi 
treatment tkan bos yet been applied 
The reform, however, can best be accom 
plisbed by n concert of action among al 
the leading roads, and the question wil 
toon be brought before the General Mana 
gers' association for action." 


All Must Act Together. 


When asked if a general redaction in 


the wages of the employes was content 
plated, he said that amove in that direc 
tion was necessary among the others, ant 
that it would doubtless be made; but in 
order to insure success with us little fric 
tion as possible all the'liues must act as a 
unit. 
Other managers express equally
